Although  Victoria  has  suffered  t.. 
tome  extent  through  an  exodus  «-( 
cftibttlt  io  (lur  tJtfHcA  StetM  during 
the  past  two  yr  ii^  onditions  are  be- 
ing remedied  ^oIncv^hat  by  the  steady 
influx  of  acwcofocrt  to  the  city. 
Reports  from  the  Vicf^ria  and  Van- 
couver Island  Publicity  Bureau  in- 
dieatc  thtt  doiitig  recent  months  a 
number  of  pmplc  from  Kasfrrn  Can 
ada,  from  Britain  and  from  itir 
UnHed  St«t«s  »re  eomtng  here  w  th 
t}\e  Intention  of  fettling;  down.  Tliis 
gratifying  circumatance  is  no  doubt 
d«c  to  the  aelMttn  of  ihm  Publicity 
I^ureau,  and  that  organi/ati>>n  has 
taken  the  trouble  to  ascertain  what 
aie  the  chief  rcaaona  that  gorern 
those  newromcrs  who  are  making 
their  home*  in  Victoria  and  vicinity. 
Thoae  reiaons  gir*  tn  indiatioa  of 
a  reputation  of  different  kinda  that 
British  Columbia  is  building  up  for 
it»elf  fn  other  parts  of  the  Dominion 
gnd  farther  aTicH. 

Some  of  the  newcomers  stress  the 
cUnwtic  advantagM  wliich  prevail  on 
the  Pacific  Coast,  and  particularly 
on  Vtacovvcr  Island.  Others  say  it 
is  th«  excellent  school  facilities 
■which  are  maintained  here  that  have 
attracted  tbcm.  Still  others  dwell 
om  the  taw  pad  order  wMch  prevail 
in  the  Province  as  exemplifyinR  a 
condition  tinder  which  they  wish  to 
H^.  The  fact  that  Victoria  is  the 
capital  of  the  Province  has  its  ad- 
vantages in  attracting  the  attention 
of  those  seeking  a  new  place  of 
residence  under  the  conditions  which 
they  want,  and  more  and  more  Van- 
coover  Island  ia  becoming  kaows  as 
the  area  which  has  the  most  tem- 
perate ati^d  equable  clinute  to  be 
found  anywhere  in  the  Dominion. 
There  is  cause  for  aatisfaction  among 
our  citizens  in  a  reputation,  of  this 
character.  It  is  partictilarly  gtatify- 
ing  for  them  i  .  know  that  the  reign 
of  law  and  order  has  enhanced  the 
desirability  oi  this  part  bf  the  con- 
tinent as  a  residential  quarter.  The 
school  facilities,  both  private  and 
f«blic,  have  always  enjoyed  an  ex- 
celltnt  reimtation  and  they  are  be- 
coming more  and  more  of  an  asse^ 
In  the  effort  to  attract  a  growing 
populatlMr. 

It  should  be  emphasized,  however, 
that  these  residential  newcomers  are 
in  the  great  lagjority  of  cases  merely 
renting  homes,  not  purchasing  them. 
The  reason  assigned  for  this  is  the 
taxation  problem,  and  Us  corollary, 
the  reverted  land  situation.  Obvious- 
ly this  constitutes  an  obstacle  which 
dettrmince  them  when  reaching  a  de- 
cision as  to  whether  to  rent  or  buy. 
The  taxation  problem  is  having  it* 
effect  on  Victoria's  progress  and  it  is 
full  time  that  mir  Cifv  Council  woke 
up  to  the  seriousness  of  the  situation 
tlMt  knt  d*v«lopcd.  It  w««Sd  be  far 
>>etter  to  have  th'ese  newcomers 
acquire  a  property  stake  in  the  com- 
mnnitr,  but  they  are  unlikely  to 
do  so  until  i^eater  stability  is  in- 
sured in  real  estate  values,  and  until 
the  taxation  burden  on  these  is  set 
at  an  efjuitable  figure.  The  City 
Council  has  a  duty  in  this  respect. 
The  cenditlune  thm  prtvkMM  muni- 
cipal government*  ll«ve  been  in- 
strumental in  CTMting  should  be 
remedied.  The  first  atep  is  t6  make 
A  determined  rfFort  to  solve  the  rr 
verted  land  problem  by  converting 
these  IumIs  into  municipal  assets  to 
the  extent  that  they  will  hr  made  tax 
producing.  There  are  hopeful  signs 
of  returning  prosperity,  in  the  fact 
that  there  are  many  newcomers  mak- 
ing their  homea  here,  but  it  would 
be  far  better 'if  conditionir  were  such 
that  they  would  ferl  justified  in  hi:y 
ing  homea  for  themselves,  for  that 
would  mean  that  their  permanent! 
residence  here,  provided  taxi^Uon  is 
rednced,,  wpttM  be  insured.

A  correspondent  in  The  Toronto 
Globa  takes  an  item  relating  to  a 

train  wreck  as  a  text  to  comment 
somewhat  caustically  on  the  fruit 
industry  of  British  Columbia,  fn  ^he 
wreck  of  a  train  at  Lefraux  it  appears 
that  in  the  fruit  express  car  were 
2,000  baskets  on  their  way  to  the 
pacific  Coast.  The  question  raised 
is  why  the  people  of  British  Colum- 
bia have  to  pay  express  charges 
clear  across  the  continent  when  they 
have  an  Okanagan  Valley.  The 
writer  of  the  letter  in  The  Toronto 
Globe  also  alludes  to  having  been 
told  that  from  a  Georgian  Bav  town 
one  car  of  canned  strawberries  has 
been  shipped  to  Vancoorer  and  that 
thia  car  has  been  passed  througtrthe 
hands  of  three  brokera  Ha  asks, 
very  pertinently,  what  will  the  "poor 
people  of  British  Columbia  have  to 
pay  for  their  strawberries  this  Win- 
ter?" His  conclusion  is  that  there  is 
something  wrong  in  this  Province 
when  its  people  cannot  raise  enough 
fruit  for  home  consumption.  He  says 
it  ia  tame  that  the  Britiah  Columbia 
growers  woVe  up  to  the  possibilities 
of  their  own  market.  There  is  sound 
sense  ia  what  he  says.  Ia  our  fruit 
situation  too  little  attention  is  paid 
to  the  market  at  the  growers'  doors 
and  the  result  is  that  out  of  the 
industry  there  is  too  little  monay  p«t 
into 'circalatioa  at  homo. 


The  Winnipeg  Tribune  says:  "The 
Citizens'  Research  Institute  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  baviag  bronght  the 
question  of  taxation  to  the  front  in 
Canada.  The  need  for  a  widespread 
understanding  of  taxation  problems 
and  ttation>wide  co-operation  in  tax- 
ation matters  is  only  too  evident. 
The  question  of  jurisdiction  and 
overlapping  in  the>  case  of  Federal, 
Provincial  and  municipal  taxes  has 
already  given  rise  to  much  discussion 
in  various  parts  of  Canada  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  there  is  a  large  degree 
of  overtaxing  in  certain  cises.  where, 
for  example,  two  or  possibly  three 
different  income  taxes  are  imposed 
by  different  authorities.

N'ow  the  atom,  as  everybody 
doubtless  knows  who  reads  the  news- 
papers (which  we  assume  everybody 
does  in  these  latter  days),  is  the 
smallest  known  particle  of  matter 
with  the  exception  of  the  electron. 
It  is  a  miniature  model  of  the  earth 
and  of  the  other  material  bodies  that 
sail  through  the  spaek>u*a  nnivcrsa. 
We  are  told  by  -^ery  Advanced 
Scientists  that  everything,  animate 
and  inanimate,  in  this  universe  is 
composed  of  atoms,  maintained  in 
their  appointed  places  by  the  mys- 
terious force  that  guidea  the  great 
hcgf  nly  bodies  in  their  aaOMtS.

That,  of  course,  is  vary  hiteresting 

information.  Sometimes  we  wonder 
whether  it  is  exact  information  or 
whether  the  Advanced  Scientists  are 
just  trying  to  "pull  our  legs."  They 
know  that  their  theories  can  neither 
be  confuted  nor  confirmed  by  or- 
dinary persons,  and  the  temptation  to 
•tartle  and  awe  a  credalous  world 

must  be  very  great

But  the  theary  of  the  composition 
of  the  atom  is  not  nearly  so  startling 
as  the  statement  respecting  the 
strength  of  the  forces  compressed 
within  the  atom.  We  are  told  that 
the  atom  must  be  struck  by  a  force 
representing  the  power  of  we  do  not 
know  how  many  thotuands  of  horses 
in  order  to  smash  it  and  release  the 

tremendous  power  surging  within  it.

Therefore  if  the  theories  of  the 
Advanced  Scientiats  are  correct,  the 
Sheffield  scientist  who  is  going  to 
make  experiments  with  the  atom  is 
going  to  do  it  with  considerable  risk 
to  himself  and  possibly  to  tka  earth 
itself.

He  admits  that  the  problem  of 
control  6f  the  foreea  contained  with- 
in the  atom  has  not  been  solved. 
He  does  not  know  what  to  do  with 
the  forces  of  the  atom  after  he  has 
released  them,  and  he  does  not  know 
what  the  forcea  of  the  atom  will  do  to 
him  after  he  had  released  them.  If 
he  succeeds  in  smashing  one  atom, 
the  force  of  the  explosion  may  be  so 
terrilk:  that  it  will  smash  contiguous 
atoms.  Then,  all  the  world  and 
everything  in  the  world,  being  com- 
posed of  combustible  materials  called 
atoms,  a  blast  will  be  set  off  that  not 
only  will  be  heard  all  round  the 
world,  a  blast  will  be  set  off  that  will 
blow  the  world  into  fragments 
smaller  than  the  atom  or  the  elec- 
tron. Not  a  speck  will  be  left  to  tell 
the  tale  of  the  mysterious  disappear- 
ance of  one  of  the  heavenly  bodies. 
If  the  astronomers  upon  the  piai  ct 
Mars  are  on  the  look-ont,  one  of
